of Clay county, who pay taxes on the 
combined sum of $26,680. 
Farrell Burnam, a cousin to Roy, 
wrho was with the slayer at the time of 
the killing, and who is charged with 
being an accomplice to the act, has 
byen released on a $3,500 bond. 
Farrell's bond was signed by W. 
L. Davis, A. W . Melton, T. F. Swea- 
zea and L. R. Ham. all of Clay coun­ 
ty, who signed for $6,000. 
Justice Greer denied bond to both 
parties, but they were successful in 
their hearing before Judge Tom Sim­ 
mons of Fort Worth. 
Reports are that the citizens of the 
community where the killing was done 
were much incensed over the g r a t i n g 
of bail to Roy Burnam, and hints 
were let out that there would be fur­ 
ther trouble should he reappear in 
that vicinity.
